G»S*R- 1228 -The following rules to amend the Housing and Telephone Faci 
lities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 1056, which have been made by the Joint 
Committee of both Houses of Parliament constituted under sub-section (1) of 
section 9 of the Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 
of 1954), after consultation with the Cential Government, in exercise of the 
powers conferred on it by clause (f) of sub-section (3) of the said section and 
approved and confirmed bv the Chairman of the Council of State 3 and the 
Speaker of the House of the People, as lequired by sub-scction (4) of the said

1. These rules may be called the Hou mg and Telephone Facilities (Members 
of Parliament) Amendment Rules, 1967 

2. In the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of Parliament) Rules, 
1950, to lule 5 the following proviso shall be added, namely — 

"Provided that a Member shall, on being given a change of residence, be 
entitled to retain the residence to be vacated and the residence to be 
occupied bv him. for a period not exceeding three days on payment, 
for the period during which both the residences are occupied by him, 
of rent at the rate specified in i ule 2 ” 
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
